NEW SHIPYARD IN K0MARN0 -- Lidcva Demokracio, M M3, *ky ^9 

A new shipyard of the Skoda factories, incorporating the latest develop- 
ments in shipbuilding, ia being completed in Komarno. 

Electric voiding will be used to a considerable extent in the new shipyard. 
Welding is to be applied to shipbuilding more and more. Ml work wJ.U be done 
in closed, airy, light workrooms. The cranes to be used are so large ^

The new shipyard will not only satisfy dcriestic requirements, but will 
also he able to repair foreign ships. 
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
